The bills are now before the legisla­ 
ture—the one providing for paying the re­ 
porter out of the 8tate Treasury, a salary 
of $3,000 per annum, and for letting oat 
the printing sad stereotyping to the low­ 
est bidder at a maximum price of $2.00 
per volume, the flute to take 300 volumes 
of the reports. 
The other bill provides 
that the reporter shall be paid by the pub­ 
lishers as heretofore, ani that the flute

Interviews W ith the P urologist Wha 
B urn M rs. Pitm an** B ody.

Ben Pitman, of Cincinnati. 
He said, in 
substance: “One year ago last summer 
while building my furnace, Mrs. Jane Pit­ 
man, of Cincinnati, wife oi Ben Pitman, 
wrote to me sayiog that she and her hus­ 
band were thorough cremationista, and 
that, if she should die before a furnace 
was 
erected 
nearer 
to 
Cincinnati 
than mine, she desired to know if my fur­ 
nace could be used for the cremation of her 
body. I replied that I would willingly con­ 
sent to an y arrangement she might make 
for that purpose, if it should become neces* 
Bary. About one month ago I received a 
letter from Mr. Ben. Pitman stating that 
his wife’s health was declining rapidly, 
and wishing to know if the former 
arrangements could be consummated if 
abe should die, stating also that, in ber 
will, his wife had directed her body to be 
brought here and cremated in my furnace. 
I replied that there would be no difficulty, 
—simply for him to have the body em­ 
balmed and telegraph to me when to have 
the furnace ready. 
This morning I re­ 
ceived a telegram from him saying that he 
would leave Cincinnati Thursday even* 
ing 
with 
the 
body. 
We 
are 
making 
arrangements 
to 
light the fire in our furnace to-morrow 
morning, and will commence about nine 
o’clock, in order to have It ready by Fri­ 
day. it requiring twenty-fonr boars to beat 
properly. The cremation will take place 
Friday afternoon. The body will be plac­ 
ed in tbe retort about two o’clock. The 
ceremony will be strictly private. None 
but friends and relatives will be admitted."

It the troops 
enter, it is thought the Sultan will retire to 
Brasse. It is evident it would be extreme* 
ly difficult to re-establish even a shadow 
of the Turkish Empire in Europe. 
London, Feb. 14.—A dispatch from Con* 
stantinople, dated 5 p.m., says the romor 
was current this afternoon that the British 
fleet had passed the Dardanelles, but so far 
nothing reliable has been received. 
London, Feb. 14.—The Standard and 
Post confirm tbe report that the British 
ships, have passed the Dardanelles. The 
Post, however, gives the number as six. 
London, Feb. 14—The Advertiser pub* 
lishesthe following in an official form 
“We have reason to believe the fleet has 
passed the Dardanelles and is now in the 
Sea of Marmora.

JACK, THE DIVER. 


A T hrilling N arration or Doing* Un­ 
der (b e Deep The (W reck of Ships - 
Dead Jien’e Sn tills* and mine* of 
W ealth, 
From the Toled# Blade. 
“Jack,” says the reporter, “they tell me 
you have a history, a truly remarkable 
history; will you give us the outlines 
of it?” 
“Ave, aye, sir, if you wish,” replies the 
old tar. 
Reporter—1“I hear it said you are the 
oldest submarine diver now living ; is it 
true ?” 
Jack—‘*1 suppose I am sir. 
I am 64 
years old, and have followed divia’ forty­ 
five years o’ my life, sir.” 
It —I notice. Jack, that your voice i9 
somewhat impaired; what brought that 
about ?” 
J.—-‘Divia’, sir. Sometimes, you know. 
when one’s teen Uowu under water a long 
time, the air gives out, an’ then its an aw­ 
ful strain on one s lungs. 
I have seen so 
many o’ them times that its made me kind 
o’ hoarse.” 
It.—“I suppose, Jack, that you are too 
old to ever do any more diving.” 
J.—What's thai?” 
R.—You could hardly stand it now to 
follow the diving business, I suppose:’ 
Jack rose from his seat, drew himself 
up to his fullest height, and for a moment 
did not speak. It was easy to see that-his 
interlocutor had ventured upon danger­ 
ous ground. 
“loo old to dive! said he, with great 
emphasis, “not a bit of it,fsir. 
As soon as 
times get better I ll be at it again, and I ’ll 
make more money rn a day than these 
land lubbers can make in a month.” But, 
continued he, his anger dying away, “you 
wanted me to spin a yarn about myself. 
Well, I was born in Dublin, ould Ireland, 
in March, 1813. 
I went to sea when I 
was between 0 and IO years old. 
I sailed 
almost all over the world. I went to the 
W est Indies and to the East Indies. I saw 
considerable war, too. 
I sailed on the 
English gunboat Talaveria, of seventy-four 
guns, in ’JO. I was in the battle of John 
D’Arc, and received a medal for bravery 
while there. I sailed on the frigate Bran­ 
dywine tor two years and three months. 
Then I went on a W est India mail steam­ 
boat. Finally I went on board the steam­ 
er Dee. It was while I was on her, that I 
began to dive. I came on deck one day, 
and in tun, said that I would like to dive. 
I said—in aport, you kuow—that I didn’t 
think there was anything so very great in 
diym’ alter all. 
We had several divers 
with us, you know. 
We were raisin' a 
wreck in the English Channel. It wa9 the 
wreck of 
an 
East India merchantman 
that had 
sunk. 
She 
was 
loaded 
with 
all 
sorts 
of 
merchandise. 
They were raisin’ her with rubber bags. 
The diver would go down and take with 
him a big air-tight rubber bag. Each of 
them bags, when filled with air, would 
raise five ton. They were fastened all over 
the vessel aud connected with rubber pipe. 
Aller we had fastened hundreds of them to 
her, air was pumped into ’em and they 
lilied thai vet-sd out of the water just as 
easy as rollin’ cli a log. It wa9 to fasten 
on those air bags that the divers were 
hired. I had otleu wished that I could be 
a diver, because they were getting i ’45 a 
month, while we sailors Were making only 
£J. Bul I had never thought that I could, 
because I didn t suppose I had the grit to 
learn. Many a man gels killed while 
learnin’ to dive, you know. But, as I was 
tellin’ye, one cay I came on deck and 
was say in’ that I would like to dive, when 
the captain took me up. 
Said he, 'I want 
you to go below and shorten up that wheel 
rope.' I would have given most anything 
to have got out of it, but I wasn’t going to 
back down, because if I had I would never 
have heard the last of it. I got on the ar­ 
mor, and in the atleruoou I went below. I 
can’t describe to you the feelin’ that comes 
over a man when, for the first time, he 
puts on the armor and gets ready to dive. 
I he great heavy helmet makes him feel as 
if he was goin' lo smother. As I looked at 
the long rubber pipe leadin' from the air 
pump to my helmet, I thought what lf 
that should get broke while I was down be­ 
low. Some careless fellow might step on 
It, and shut off the air, an’ then what 
would become o’ me ? Belore I went down 
I had to learn the signals. Beside the long 
hose that came down aud connected with 
my htluict, there was a life line about my 
waist whicu a signal man on deck held. 
That is of almost as much consequence as 
the hose. I was learnt it" I wanted more 
air I should jerk on the hose once ; if less 
air was wanted, two pulls; if I wanted 
’em to take up the flack on th; hose, I was 
to pull three times on it. Then there were 
signals on the life hue. One jerk on the 
line meant ‘Hold on !’ one pull and a shake, 
‘Lower a w a y two Jerks, ‘Full 
up I’ 


(whatever the tackle may be attached to); 
three pulls, ‘Take me out.’ There are sev­ 
eral signals. 
There’s one which every 
signal mau knows all about, that means 
‘Full me out quick, for 
God’s flake 
Finally, after I d got ready, they lowered 
me dows. The minute I struck the water 
I felt all right. The heavy feelin' of the 
armor went away, and I seemed as light es 
a feather. As soon as I struck the deck o 
the wreck I began to walk around, 
hadn’t been down long before I wanted 
more air. I felt as it I was smctherin 
Oh, it was terrible! The most peculiar 
thing about a man’s feelings, when for the 
first time he’s down below a ’diyin’, Is the 
pain that takes him in the head right be 
hind the ears. It leela aa though some one 
was stickin' a sharp knife into him. It put 
me in terrible misery, and it was some lit 
tie time before I got over it. I atayec 
down over an hour, an’ when I came up 
bled pretty bad out of the eyes, ears, noes, 
and mouth. But I (felt big, I tell you, be 
cause I hadn’t allowed them to bluff me 
off.” 
Jack gave a graphic description of the 
appearance of the first sunken steamboat 
into which he eyer went. It was about 
two miles from shore that the vessel had 
gone down. He went into her for the pur 
pose of recovering her cargo. The bodies 
were of no consequence, he stated. “It is 
a singular fact,” said he, in substance, “that 
the corpses of women in a sunken vesse' 
always lie face upward, while men are in ­ 
variably face downward. The cabin of the 
vessel presented a horrid appearance. The 
bloated bodies all laid up nest the ceiling 
Some were clasped in each other’s arms 
One mother baa in her arms her baby. A 
husband and wife were clasped in each oth­ 
er’s embrace so firmly that they could not 
pull them apart. It’s a bad practice among 
some divers to go through the pockets of 
corpses that they find, and take all the val­ 
uables. I have known divers to make 
thousands of dollars in that way. There 
is a sort of a pocket in tho armor in which 
they carry their tools, aud I have seen di­ 
vers come out of a wreck in which they 
had been working, with their pockets filled 
with gold watches, diamond rings, anc 
pins, and all sorts ot trash. I dove once in 
Mobile Bay, where I put oyer SOO chains 
under an ironclad The greatest annoy­ 
ance that we had there was sharks. They 
didu’t hardly dare tackle us because with 
our armor we looked more like scarecrows 
than anything else. They would come sail 
lug along and gradually swim up toward 
us with their great big mouths wide open, 
but when within a few feet of us they 
would stop and lay there ll ippip their fins 
and looking, it skeined to mc, like the very 
devil himself. Finally we devised a way 
to scare them oil' that never tailed to fright­ 
en them so that they would stay away an 
hour or longer before they dared to come 
back. The armor that we were is air* 
Mght, you know. Our jacket-sleeves were 
fastened around our wrists with an elastic, 
so that the air could not escape. By run 
nine my finger nuder the sleeve of my 
jacket I could let the air out, and as it 
rushed into the water it would make a sort 
of hissing noise and a volume of bubbles 
shoot up. So whenever those Infernal 
sharks would come prowling around me 
would hold out my arm toward them, and, 
putting my linger under the elastic of my 
jacbet-sleeve, I would let a lot of air out 
aud send a stream of blubbers iuto the 
shark's face, with a hissing noise like 
steam from a gauge cock. The way that 
those sharks would go scooting off was fun­ 
ny to behold.” 
"Jack,” said the interviewer, “it is said 
that the submarine diving is very probable 
business; what was the largest salary that 
you ever made 
“I was workmg for Otis A Brothers, get­ 
ting out bales of cotton. I was to have $5 
a day. work or play, and $5 for every bale 
of cotton that I got out. I worked about 
six hours on« day, and got out 4$j bales of 
cotton. My income that day was $J,430. 
I tell you, I have made enough to buy and 
sell many a rich man in this town; but, 
bless you ! I could never keep it.” 
“I have had several narrow escapes from 
drowning,” said Jack, as he relighted his 
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ancient aud much tanned pipe, ‘‘but about 
the closest call was when I was workln’ in 
the waterworks crib in Cleveland. 
You 
see much depends on having a good signal 
tender. I can tell when some one else be­ 
sides the regular signal man steps up and 
taxes hold of the line. 
So can any good 
diver, for that matter. There was the diver 
that worked for the Lake Shore Railroad 
Company when they were building the 
abutment of their new bridge here acrose 
the Maumee.

He 
steals away into some sly corner to look at 
the envelope again. He is bound he won’t 
open it.

to him. At-these festivals it became the 
custom for each yourn? man to select some 
young*woman as his sweetheart, or in more 
modern parlance to choose a valentine. 
Others claim that this choosing of a val­ 
entine arose from the supposition that 
birds always selected their mates on tho 
14th of February. 
Some, who are not satisfied with either 
of these stories, say that the custom orig­ 
inated in Rome at the festival of the La- 
percalia, held during the month of Febru- 
ary, when among the 
ceremonies, the 
names of youug women were placed in a 
box, from which they were taken by young 
men, according to chance. 
The reader can choose from these the 
one that suits his fancy best. No matter 
how the custom started, it started and 
grew, until it has become a day of jubilee 
for the young folks and a day of sackcloth 
and ashes for the postmaster. 
As once practiced, in early days, it was 
the custom on the eve of February 14, to 
have the names of a select number of 
maidens put into a vessel with an equal 
number of names of the other sex, and then 
every one drew a name, which for the year 
following was called his or her valentine. 
It was practiced thus ia the houses of the 
gentry of England tor years, but m cross­ 
ing the sea, the custom has lost much of its 
former romance, and has sadly been de­ 
graded until it has largely become a mere 
display ot buffoonery, and silly sentimental 
ism, and too often used as a means of con­ 
veying cowardly insults and loaferlah com. 
mentson personal frailities and physical 
peculiarities. 
It was formerly the custom for the gen­ 
tleman to present to her who was his chosen 
valentine, a gift, generally some trinket or 
jewel.

to the middle; and then. it I dreamt ot my 
sweetheart, Betty said we should be mar­ 
ried before the yea/ was out. But to make 
it more sure I boiled an egg hard and took 
out the yolk and filled it with salt; and 
when I went to bed, ate it, shell and ail, 
without speaking or drinking after it. 
We 
also wrote our loves' names upon bits of 
paper and rolled them up in clay and put 
them into water, and the first that roM up 
was to be our valentine.! Would you think 
it? 
M r.iBlossom was my man. I lay 
abed and shut my eyes>ll the morning, tilt 
he came to our house; for I would not have 
seen another mao before lr rn for all the 
world.”
